the Guardian and Wards Act, Vlll of 1690, in its appli- 
cation to the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
the Honourable the Cluel Justice and Judges or the Hign 
Court ot Judicature at Bombay are pleased to make me 
lollowmg rules : — 

1. Applications under section 10 for the appointment 
or declaration ot a guardian shall be made so tar as may 
be in Form A in the Appendix. 

2. When the natural guardian of the minor is not pro- 
posed tor being declared or appomled guardian, the appli- 
cant shall state the tacts relied upon tor showing that such 
person is until to act as guardian ot the minor, or that 
he, consents to the applicauon. 

3. The notice required by section 1 1 shall be in Form 
B in the Appendix and shall be served in the manner 
therein prescribed and may m addition be published m 
a newspaper. 

4. When tire petition does not disclose the names ol 
the near relatives ol the minor, or when full details of 
the property of the minor are not furnished by the peti- 
tioner, the Court may call for a report from the Collector 
or from a subordinate Court as to the near relatives of 
the minor or the extent ot the minor’s property. 

5. ( 1 ) The proposed guardian shall enter into a per- 
sonal bond lo cover the value of (1) moveable property 
kept by the guurdian in his custody and (2] three years 
income of the immovable property of the minor, lie 
shall furnish two sureties if the aforesaid estimated value 
be above Rs. 5,000 and one surety in other cases. 

(ii) The forms of the personal bond to be entered into 
by the proposed guardian and of the suretyship bond to 
be entered into by the sureties, shall be as given in Form 
C, in the Appendix. 

(iii) The District Judge may, for sufficient reason, 
allow security to be furnished by the proposed guardian in 
any lather form than the one prescribed above. 

(iv) ~The District Judge may, for sufficient reasons to 
be recorded in writing, dispense with the security to be 
furnished by the pioposed guardian or reduce its amount. 

(v) Every guardian shall be required to inform the 
Court immediately of the death of any of his sureties and 
to furnish another surety within one month of the death 
or such further time as Ihe Court may grant. 1 he Nazir 
of the District Court shall ascertain annually which ol 
the guardian’s sureties are alive and submit a report in 
the matter to the District Judge in January every year. 

(vi) Where security is required, the Court shall fix a 
time within which such security shall be furnished, and 
the order of appointment or declaration shall be made 
only after it has been furnished. 


6. After the security, if any, has been furnished, the 
Court shall make a final order appointing or declaring a 
guardian, and thereupon a certificate of guardianship shall 
he issued to the guardian in Form D in the Appendix. 

7, At the time of the appointment or declaration of a 
guardian, or as soon theieatter as possible, the Court shall 
requite the guardian— 

(i) to proceed to take possession of all the properly 
belonging to the minor and, in case any difficulty arises 
in the course of taking possession of any such property, to 
report the facts immediately to the Court and to take such 
further steps as tire Court may direct; 

(ii) to prepare inventories of the property while taking 
possession thereof. The inventories should be signed by 
the guardian and countersigned by the panchas present 
and by the person or persons from whom possession of the 
property is taken; 

(iii) to prepare a consolidated inventory in Form E in 
the Appendix of all the property of the minor and ot the 
encumbrances thereon. The consolidated inventory as 
well as the inventories, if any, prepared at the time of 
taking possession shall be furnished to the Court within 
six months as required by section 34(b), unless tor reasons 
to be recorded the Court extends the time; 

(iv) to report to the Court without delay the details of 
the ornaments or other valuable moveable property taken 
possession of by the guardian and to obtain orders as to 
whether they should be sold or retained. The guardian 
shall normally be required to keep all valuables and secu- 
rities, except such as arc by the express order of the Court 
allowed to be kept by him, in some branch of the State 
Bank of India or other approved bank, in the joint names 
of himself and the Nazir of the District Court; 

(v) to submit a scheme of management in Form I in 
the Appendix with such modifications as the District Judge 
may find necessary; 

(vi) to obtain the sanction of the Court for making 
every payment not sanctioned by the scheme of manage- 
ment; 

(vii) to obtain from the payees receipts for all sums paid 
out of the minor’s estate and preserve them as vouchers, 
and to pass receipts for payments received on behalf of 
the minor’s estate and preserve their duplicates or counter- 
foils; 

(viii) to obtain orders from the Court for instituting 
suits or defending suits on behalf of the minor; 

(ix) to keep and maintain such accounts of the minor’s 
estate as may be directed by the Court. The guardian shall 
normally be required to maintain a day-book and a ledger; 

(x) to present in Court copies of the accounts main- 
tained by him along with the account books, receipts and 
vouchers at least once in every six months, unless the 
Court requires the examination of the accounts at moie 
frequent intervals; 

(xi) lo report to the Court without delay any appre- 
ciable increment to or diminution in the minor’s property.

1 . You are in a fiduciary relation to your ward and 
must not make any profit for yourself out of your office 
excent such remuneration, if any, as the court awards, 
or the will or other instrument appointing you allows 
(Section 20). 

2. You must deal with the property of your ward as 
carefully as a man of ordinary prudence would deal with 
it if it were his ow n (Section 27). Tf you fail to do so 
you arc liable to make good the loss caused to the ward. 
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3. Without the previous permission of this court you 
shall not mortgage, charge, sell, exchange, or give away 
any of the property of your ward, nor shall you lease 
any part of it for a term exceeding five years or for any 
term extending more than one year beyond the date on 
which the ward will complete the age of 21 years (Sec- 
tion 29), except as required by any law for the time 
being in force. 

4. For the maintenance, education and advancement of 
the ward, and of such persons as are dependent on him 
and for the celebration of ceremonies to which the ward 
or any of those persons may be a party, you may apply 
such portion of the income of the property of the ward 
as the Court from time to time directs, and if the Court 
so directs, the whole or any part of that property [Sec- 
tion 34(e)]. 

5. You shall keep accounts of all income and expen- 
diture as directed by the Court and produce the same in 
the Court whenever it directs you to do so.

tBE HIGH COURT OF JUDICATURE AT BOMBAY 

No. P. 1301/65 

The following rules are made by the High 
Court of Judicature at Bombay after confirmation 
by the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, under 
Section 20 of the Court Fees Act, 1870 (Act VII of 
1870) read with Government of India, Ministry of Home 
Affairs Notification No. F. 10/6/ 65-UTL-(i) dated the 
2nd June 1 965 in its application to the Union Territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli : — ■ 

1. The fees levied on the date of this Notification for 
serving and executing processes issued by the High Court 
in its appellate jurisdiction (Civil as well as Criminal) 
over the territories of the State of Maharashtra shall be 
the fees to be levied for serving and executing processes 
issued by the High Court in its appellate jurisdiction 
(Civil as well as Criminal) over the territories of Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli. 

2. The fee9 chargeable by all the other Civil Courts shall 
be those shown in the appended table subject to the sub- 
charge of 25% until furthor orders : 


Provided that where a party desires to avail himself 
of the services of a special bailiff for service or exe- 
cution of a process he shall be required to pay process 
fee as for process applied for and ordered to be executed 
as emergent {Vide Note (\ii) below the appended table] 
in addition to the remuneration and the allowances of 
the bailiff for the period required for serving or executing 
the process, inclusive of the time occupied in going to 
and returning from the palco at which the process is 
required to be served or executed, to be calculated in the 
manner provided in the following paragraph. 

3. Where the remuneration and allowances of special 
bailiffs are required to be paid by the party under the 
foregoing paragraph the remuneration (inclusive of the 
Dearness Allowance, Compensatory Allowance and the 
House Rent Allowance if any) shall be calculated at the 
rate of Rs. 4.50 Paise per day or part thereof per bailiff 
and the Travelling and Daily Allowances to he recovered 
shall be those admissible to the bailiffs under the rules 
for the time being in force : 

Provided that where the party provides his own con- 
veyance no Travelling Allowance shall be recovered from 
the party. 

4. (a) Whenever the remuneration and allowances of 
special bailiffs are recovered from the parties, additional 
temporary bailiffs, not exceeding the number of bailiffs, 
whose remuneration and allowances are paid by the par- 
ties may be employed by the presiding Judge for a 
period not exceeding the period for which the payment is 
recovered from the parties. 

(b) Where such additional temporary bailiffs actually 
do the work of serving or executing a particular process 
for which the payment is recovered from the parties, the 
amount of remuneration and allowances recovered from 
the parties shall be paid to such additional temporary 
bailiffs. 

(c) Where no such additional temporary bailiffs are 
employed, the amount of remuneration and allowances 
recovered from the parties shall be credited to Govern- 
ment.

(c) Tho percentage or poundage must be paid (1) in a case where the purchaser is a person other than a decree 
holder, at the time of making the application for payment of the proceeds of sale by the Court, and (2) in a 
case where the decroe holder has been permitted to purchase, at the time of the confirmation of sale by the Court 
or tho Collector, ms the case may be. 
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( d) The poundage should be recovered in the first instance from the docree holder who is entitled to recover it 
ultimately from the judgment-debtor, like all other costs incidental to the execution proceedings and not 
being costs in respect of which the Court has passed any special order. 

(v) Where a summons or notice to a defendant or respondent is to be served by post registered foi acknowledgment, 
the process fees levied shall in no case be less than the actual amount required for registeration and postage; 
provided however whon a summons or notice is issued by registered post prepared for acknowledgment, in addi- 
tion to sorvice through bailiff, no separate procoss fee shall be recovered fi om the party for such additional service 
but only the amount required for registration and postage shall bo recovered in addition to the process fee levied 
for service through bailiff. 

(vi) With the sanction of the Court any party may pay the cost of proceeding by railway or any public conveyance 
where such is available and in such case the process-server shall be bound to proceed by such railway or public 
conveyance. 

(vit) For processes applied for and ordered to be executed as emergent, the fee will be the ordinary fee and half as 
much again. 

(v/h) Where one individual is to be sorvod in more than one capacity, e.g., personally and also as guardian of a minor 
or minors only one fee is to bo charged. 

(lx) When a process issued by a Civil Court other than a Mamlatdar’s Court is returned unserved and has to be re- 
issued for service, only a half of the full fee leviable shall bo charged on the occasion of each rc-issuo. In respect 
of cases falling under Items Nos. 1(h) and IV(b) of tho above table ‘full process fee’ shall be understood to 
mean tho fee prescribed under Items Nos. 1(a) and IV(a) of the above table respectively.” 

(x) When the sorvice is set aside in an enquiry under Order V, rule 19, Civil Procedure Code, or when witnesses, etc., 
have to be summoned a second time in consequence of the Court not sitting or not taking up or not completing 
the hearing of tho case on the day on which they were first summoned no further fee is to be levied upon re- 
issue. 

( x !) If a warrant has already been issued to arrest a judgment-debtor who has failed to pay the decretal jamount and) 
who has been ordered to be imprisoned in a civil jail and such warrant of arrest is in force, no further fee is leviable 
on the order of committal to jail. 

(xil) No foo is to be charged for any process issued by a Court of its own motion. 

(xlli) No process foo shall be charged on notices issued under tho Provincial insolvency Act in the case of an applica- 
tion by a debtor. 

(xiv) (a) When the s;-vi of a bliliff (other than a special bailiff) are required for a longer poriod than three days 
for the service or execution of a procoss (ordinary or emergont) the party on whose application the process 
was issued shall, in addition to tho process fees leviable under the above rules, be required to pay the salary 
and tho allowances (including Dearness Allowance, Compensatory Allowance, House Rent Allowance, 
Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance) of such bailiff for the whole period in excess of three' 
days, a part of the day boing reckoned as equal to a whole day. The salary and the allowances in such 
cases shall bo calculated for tho period in excess of three days on the basis of the actual salary and allowances, 
monthly or daily, payable to the bailiff concerned at the rates admissible under the rules for the time being 
in force, provided that where the party provides his own conveyance, no Travelling Allowance shall be re- 
covered from him. 

( b ) Tho time occupied in going to and returning from the place at which the process is to be served or executed 
shall not bo reckoned as portion of tho period referred to in clause (a) above. 

(c) Tho amount recovered from the party under clause (a) abovo shall be credited to Government.

— The date of birth ordinarily 
accepted by the Commission is that entered in the Matri- 
culation Certificate or in the Secondary School Leaving 
Certificate, or in a certificate recognised by an Indian 
University as equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract 
from a Register of Matriculates maintained by a Univer- 
sity which extract must, be certified by the proper autho- 
rity of the University. The expression Matriculation 
Certificate in this part of the instructions must be under- 
stood as including these alternative certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matriculation 
Certificate is required in all cases as evidence of age and 
it must invariably be sent to the Commission, in origi- 
nal, with a copy thereof, together with the application.
